CHICAGO, November 8.—A special to the 
Daily News from Kansas City says the Even- 
ing Star publishes a story of the attempted 
assassination of President Hayes at Howell 
Station, on the Santa Fe road, on 
the night of the 38lst of October. The 
substance of the story is that when 
the train stopped at Howell Station the Pres- 
ident stepped out on the platform to look at 
the town. While standing there he was fired 
at twice by a man subsequently identified as 
a mano named Howell, who fled immediately 
afier firing. He was chased tothe woods near 
by, but got away. He has since been arrested. 
It is said Secretary Sherman’s daughter, who 
was one of the party, was made ill in conse. 
quence of the fright, and forced to stop in 
Kansas City, where she now remains. Mem- 
bers of the Presidential party were reluctant 
to say anything in Kansas City of the occur- 
rence. The story is now being fully investi- 
gated.

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SNOW SAVED. 


A Murderer’s Life —apepnoumant Com- 
muted. 


WASHINGTON, November 8,—In 1875 Oscar 
Snow, awhbite boy aged fifteen, was tried 
with others in the Western District 
Court of Arkansas for murder. 
Snow was sentenced to be hanged 
September 18 of that year. Application for 
pardon was made and the sentence was coum- 
muted to life imprisonment. On April 7, ’77, 
application for pardon was renewed and it 
was decided if at the end of five years he had 


behaved well the Cpe would be favor- 
ably considered. The five years have elapsed 
and the warden of the Joliet Penitentiary 
having reported the prisoner’s conduct good, 
and the judge who sentenced him having rec- 
ommended it, the President{to-day granted a 
pardon. When the sentence was comm uted 
Snow begged to be hanged, saying he would 
anid suffer death than remain a prisoner 
or life.

A FORMER LAND LEAGUER BREAKS UPA 
MEETING. 

DUBLIN, November 8.—Several land meet- 
ings were held in Cork Sunday, at which the 
prosecutions of the indicted members of the 
Land Leagues were strongly denounced. At 
Shanagarry the Land Leaguers were dispersed 
by a powerful body of farmers and farm 
laborers, who were led by Mr. Walsh,a 
former member of the Land League. The 
Walsh party stormed the platform, and after 
a desperate conflict Walsh harangued the 
meeting, denouncing the Land Leaguers. 

VIOLENT MEETING. 

LONDON, November 8.—At the _ great 
Athlone demonstration Parnell was more 
violent and bitterthan ever. He condemned 
the Government for sending the police into 
districts where semi-starvation now prevails, 
compelling the inhabitants td pay the cest of 
surveillance. He advised Irishmen to organ- 
ize and agitate without ceasing until they 
become the owners of the soil. His censure 
of exciting authority was instiated and he 
appeared utterly defiant of the consequences.

A Man Murders His Wife and 
Child, a Visitor and Her Infant.

Terrible Tragedy Enacted at Batesville, 
Ohio. 


BATESVILLE, OHIO, November 8.—A hor- 
rible tragedy became known here yesterday 
morning. Frank M. Biedenbaugh, a young 
German, wealthy, who three years ago mar- 
ried a daughter of a neighboring farmer, came 
bome /Jate on Saturday night intoxicated, and 
entering the room where his wife and child 
slept assaulted them with an axe. His wife’s 
skull was crushed by a sihgie blow, and 
then his son’s throat cut by the 
edge of the axe. He then 
went tothe room where Mrs. Stephens, a vis- 
itor,and her child and servant girl were sleep- 
ing and killed Mrs. Stephens and her child. 
The servant girl awakened and sprang to- 
ward the door, but was knocked senseless and 
left for dead. Upon recovering consciousness 
she gave the alarm and the neighbors came. 
It was not till this morning that the murder- 
er was found hidden in a tobacco house with 
hia throat cut, but not fatally. Jealousy, in- 
sanity and drunkenness are the theories ad- 
vanced to account for the horrible crime. 


BEWIFTCHED. 


Stanton’s Story of How the Witches 
Told Him to Kill Sister Varina.

What the Lunatic Says. 

NEW YoRK, November 8.—Thomas Stan- 
ton, whoshot four times yesterday Sister 
Gertrude Verena, says he knew her by sight; 
that he saw her go in and 
out of the house. He had no intention of 
killing the woman; he only wanted to frighten 
her. Whenasked, *‘Why did you shoot her?” 
he answered: ‘*It was the witches; they had 
been bothering me for four years. 
I cannot see them, but I hear them talking to 
me continually. They have told me that the 
Sisters of Charityare continually following 
me about and talking of me I 
went to Ireland to get rid 
of them but it did no good. “I came again to 
this country—the thing had to be ended 
some time or other.’’ Stanton supposed Sis- 
ter Verena to be a Catholic like himself. but 
when told she was a Protestant nun remarked 
**it made no difference, his instructions 
were to kill her all the same.’’ Sister Var- 
ina is suffering greatly from her four 
wounds, but it is hoped neither of them will 
prove fatal. Stanton is held to await the re- 
sult.

A Prediction that It Will Become De- 
cidedly Active.

NEW YORK, November 8.—The Evening 
Post says: Aithough the United States Treas- 


ary willcontinue to pay 1023-4 for any of 
the six-per cent bonds which mature Decem- 
ber Slst next that may be presented, yet the 
main dependence of the money 
market during the next eight weeks 
will be the gold imports. There is no doubt 
that foreign gold will be imported. What 
there is doubt about is whetherit will come 
in sufficient amount to keep the bank reserve 
from falling toa point which will compel 
the contraction ofthe bank loans.

Speaking of religion 
in Germany, he said he was amazed to find 
hatthe church capacity was no greater there 
than in the days of the reformation. 
Old churches were decayed or 
reconstructed, fire haa destroyeil 
others, war had demolished more 
and new churches Were rarely to be seen. 
The churches that did exist were seldom 
filled with worshippers. He was pre:- 
ent on several extraordinary 0:2: 
casions and = there was only a 
sparse congregation. The pulpit of the 
church is built in the corner and seats are 
arranged in a circle, but there are scare2ly 
enough for half an ordinary American 
audience. He was informed _ that 
in one large city the aged 
pastor came often to church to find it entirely 
vacant.

The effect of the 
Metbodist missionary work is probably more 
easily seen in Zurich, where 500 business mea 
recently signed a call asking for 
a general suspension of business on the Sab- 
bath.

A MOUNTAIN ADVENTURE. - 


Ss 
In 18511 made atour with a party offyicnds 
throuch the picturesque and beautiful coun- 
irv of Switzerland. We left Geneva by boat 
and proceeded to Villeneuve, situated at the 
otber extremity of the lake, where we took 
carriages to Martigny. 

Arrived here, we stayed all night, and early 
the next morning mounted our mules, and 
having procured guides, started to Cha- 
moubpi. About noon we arrived at the cele- 
brated pass of Tete Noire, where we ate our 
dinner, and once more started for our desti- 
nation. 

The pass ofthe Tete Noire is one of the 
most remarkable in the world. Hirh, pre- 
cipitous meuntains, covered with tirs, rise 
on either band, revealing a deep, dark chasm, 
into whose deptbs it is impossisle for a 
travelerto gaze without turning dizzy. At 
its bottom wendcs along, over rocks and bould- 
ers, alittle stream of water, caused by the 
drippings from the sidcs of the mountain, and 
in the wet season, wken swollen by rains, it 
assumes the proportions of a gigantic torrent, 
as it dances along in gidding swiftness and 1s 
lost in the valley befow. 

The road at this pointis but a mere bridle- 
path.over which it is impossible for whevied 
vehicles to pass, and is hewn in the solid 
rock on the mountain side. Atone pointa 
projecting rock made it impossible to wind 
tbe road sroundit, so it Was cut throughb,and 
for a short distancethe traveler ftinds him- 
self in a neriow tunnel, the sides of which he 
eun touch as he rides along on his sure-fvot- 
ed mule. 

Tbe sun never shines in the ravine nor 
drics with its warm raystbe rank wet sid¢s 
of the detile. Irom the Tete Noireit was a 
gradual descent until we reached the Valley 
at the bead of which stands Mont Blanc, and 
where stands <¢he pretty little village of Caa- 
mouni. 

In passing along I ncticed giaciers (aquilles 
they are called) in several places, with ver 
dure apparently growing at their bases, and 
from tbe tops of which the sunlight was re- 
flected in a thousand different bues. 

Leaving the Mer de Glace om our left, and 
the Flagere on our right, after some trouble 
in picking our way across the path of a huge 
avalanche which had a few days before coge 
rolling down the mountain side, we arrived 
sbortly after sunset at the village and estab-

querters atthe very good hotel which the 
town afforded. It was from these headquar- 
ters We were wont to Sally on our expeditions 
to the many objects of interestin the vicini- 
ty, sometimes returning the same cay, but 
fiequentiv making our trip of several days’ 
duration. 

One morning, shortly after our arrival, 
Madame B., one of our party, and mvseif 
started alone to visit Mer de Glace, some 
fifteen miles distant. Passing several parties 
of excursionists, we had accomplished nearly 
half the distance when we stopped at the door 
of a pretty little vine-clad cottage for a drink 
of the coo] water which was gurgling aioag ia 
a jittle stream near by.

| eles we met to-day, cilied a ‘char a bance.’ 
You netiece bow comfortably they are made 
for rough reads, beirg nothing more thaa a 
long spring board extended from the forward 
and hind wheels, on which is fastened a seat, 
in which the passenger sits sideways, Well, 
Pierre carried me down and seated me in the 
‘char a banc,’ mounted a kind of a box there 
is in front,and we started off.

There is nothing which is made in the pub- 
lic kitehens, whether restaurants, hotels, or 
£0-called “coffee houses,’’? which is more uxi- 
formly execrable and villainous than that ar- 
ticle which is the most frequently called fur 
and which toa large proportion of the Amer- 
ican people has become a prime daily neces- 
sity. Tosay nothing of the so-calied coffees, * 
which have no real coffee in them, as roasted 
rye, oats, acorns, asparavus, lupin, and chi- 
cory, it would require columns to deiail the 
sophistications, adulterations and frauds 
which for the sake of cheapness are practiced 
on the original coffee berrv. Then, even if 
the original! coffee berry is in no way tampered 
with or bedeviled, it is almost always boiled. 
Now, any coffee, however good, which is 
boiled 1s simply an abomination, both to the 
palate and tothe stomach. If, in addition to 
this, the coffee is boiled ia a tin coffse-pot 
which is not constantly and thorougalyv 
c’eaned and scoured, these decoctions become 
absolutely poisonous. Such are very apt to 
be the unpalatable and dangerous ingredients 
out of which ce: ffee ice cleam is made in the 
Cheap John saloons or by careless and in- 
ccmp: tent fzmily purveyors.

Place these grounds 
in an earthen, or at least porcelain-lined bowl. 

Set ona warm 
place am the stove, but not hot enough t» 
mske it boil and allow toinfuse for half an 
hour. Now strain. We have now an ex quisilie 
ccffee tlavori: g. 

A very delicate coffee flavoring may be ob- 
tained by another process asfoilows: Roast 
avd grind your coffee as directed in the previ- 
ous recipe. Now reduce to grounds and 
throw there grounds direct'y into thecream 
hefore itis set on the fire. Now, by the time 
the cream is heated uptothe boiling point. 
the whole mass will be pe:vaded by a very 
delicate eoffee bouquet. Of course the cream 
must be carefully strained before you proceed 
to freeze. 

It wili strike the housewife at first reading 
as ray incredible that the full aroma of the 
coffee berry can be extracted without any ap- 
plication whatever of fire. The experimen: 
will delight as well as surprise all ladies o° 
intelligence and taste who once put this to 
the test. Thecold process was first dsviseil 
simply withaview of preventing, as far as 


ostible, the escape of the aroma of the coffee | 


erry. whichis as volatile as it is delicate, 
and al) ordinary processes more or less sacri- 
tice. Take five ounces of best Mocha or Old 
Government Java, roast and grind to a coarse 
powder in a way Jain down in a previous re- 
cipe, pour on a sufficient quantity of cold wa- 
ter to cover the coffee, stop the Mottle or de- 
canter close, set in a warm situation for thirty 
hours: now filter the infusion by passing it 
through some fine lawn or blotting-paper 
placed onagliass funnel, orstrain through 
mus 1n. 

This process has been tried with hot water 
as well as with cold, and, while it contradicts 
all prevailing impressions to say so, this still 
remains the fact: that the cold water produces 
the best result. Let each housekeeper try 
beth the hot and cold water process, and de- 
cide for herself which result gratifies her the 


most. 

It will be observed that the delicate ana 
bighly aromatic infusions obtained bv any of 
the foregoing processes wil! be fully availabie 
for hot breakfast coffee, for ice-cold coffee, 
for coffee-ice, or for coffee ice-cream. 


A Storm on the Sun. 
From the Providence Journal. 


Observers of the sun found indications of 
intense commotien on the Lith, 12th and 13a 
of August. The sun spots were many, large 
and active, and protuberances shot up their 
rose-colored tougues with increased force and 
velocity from the surface. The earth made 
instantaneous response to the solar storm. A 
marnetic disturbance suddenly began, accom- 
panied by an unusual exhibition of earth cur- 
rents. ‘The magnetic variations were frequent 
and large, and the earth currents continuous 
apd strong. Itis years since the Greenwich 
observatory bas recorded magnetic disturp- 
ances of equal magnitude, aud it sends forth 
a timely warning to telegraph enyineers, and 
especiaily to those concerned in laying sub- 
murine cables, that earth currents may now 
become frequent as compared with the quiet- 
ness of recent years. A superb exhibition 
of aurora accompanied the magnetic 
disturbance. An observer at the Stoney- 
hurst observatory describes it as recall- 
ing the magnificent displays of 1869, 1870 and 
1871, while the play of the magnet was one of 
the most violent ever recorded at that observ- 
atory. The auroral display. was extensively 
observed in England and Scotland. One ob- 
selver describes it as an outburst of stream- 
ers, appearing like wavy, swaying curtains 
from the zenith to near the horizon, with the 
loveliest green tints near the zenith. Another 
writes that the streaks extended from _ hori- 
zon to zenith, the color being principally pale 
blue witha reddish tinge. Another paints 


the display as a brilliant band of white light ' 


followed by streamers,each streamer fading 
away before the succeeding one became very 
bright. Still another records a glowing ce- 
lestial picture of the northern borizon skirted 
by a bright white haze, terminating in an 1ll- 
defined arch, from which sprang a large num- 
ber of broad streamers, stretching toward the 
zenith. 

The same phenomenon was seen by Ameri- 
can obsei vers, although ititdid not receive 
the attention bestowed upon it by European 
observers. Itis evident, however, that the 
epoch of grand auroras and magnetic storms 
has returned and that our northern skies for 
months to come will probably be lighted with 
auroral flames. More earnestly than ever 
arises the question of the cause of the sun- 
spot cycle and its intimate connection with 
electric and magnetic phenomena. No one 
doubts that the commotion inthe solar orb is 
reflected on the earth in the flashes of auroral 
light and the erratic movemeuts of the mag- 
netic needle. Wecan see the cause and note 
the effect. Butno one, if the theory of the 
disturbing influence of the great pianets is 
rejected, has found the clue to the secret of 
sunspots. Wecan only grope in darkness 
while we wait for persistent searchers to solve 
the problem, and admire with mingied rev- 
erence and awe the mighty power with which 
the sun swavs his retinue of worlds and the 
streneth of the sympathetic chords by whieh 
each planet in the system reflects in auroral 
ligbt and disturbed magnetism the abnormal 
condition of the great central orb. , 


Japanese Art. 
From the London News. 


The enthusiastic worshippers of Japanese art 
wbo have become so very numerous of late 
will be pleased, or the reverse, according to 
their disposition, by some remarks on the 
subject in Sir Edward Reed’s new book on 
Japan. Sir Edward Reed observes, moteet?; 
that “* his own opinion of Japanese art wou d 
carry but little weight with it,’’? so he gives 
instead a series of cone'usions to which Prof. 
Ardereon, of Tokio, who is a diligent student 
of the subject, bas arrived. Prof. Anderson 
considers that orignality of design is not 
strorgly marked until witbin the last 200 
years, the earl est productio1s heing chiefly 
‘variations of Chinese models.” The com- 
position be describes as nlwavs good, and the 
drawing almost invariably conven'i inal, while 
he wil! horrify some of the Jap wwese devotees 
by his declaration that their perspective isal- 
wars false, except in modern pictures, where 
tbe artist bas received edneation from Ly I 
ropeans. “Any pammting,”’ be says. ‘fa whic 


the jaws of perspective are observed is not a ! 


speciman of Japanese art.” Chiaroscuro he 
probounces absent, and he causes Sir Edward 
Reed to express some slight dissent by 
stating that “there are no shadows in any true 
Japanese eg env voll The older Japanese paint- 
ing Prof. Anderson declares to be chiefly 
caligraphic, the modern chiefly decorative. In 
old times the importance of caligraphy was 
S0 great thatinboth Japanand Ghina “a 
seabhae Cane: written by a noted eali- 
ould often command a higher price 
than the finest specimen of pietoriat art.” " 


SULLIVAN’S LATEST. 
The Plot of ‘‘The Martyr of Antioch,’’ 
Recently Produced at Leeds. 
- From the London Figaro, October 19. 

r. Sullivan expressly disclaims the idea 
that ‘The Martyr of Antioch” is a mere can- 
tata. Itisa “sacred musical drama,’’? whose 
pilot is founded on the storv of the ‘‘sacred 
Virgin priestess, Margarita,’’ as told by Dean 
Milman, with very considerable alterations of 
both text and story by Mr. W. S. Gilbert. It 
consists of aseries of four sc2nes in the life 
ofthe martyr, bound together by ne special 
tie, but each special and distinct in itself. 
The scene is laid in the interior of the Temple 
of Apollo at Antioch, in Syria, and the chor- 
us of worshippers of the Sun god is, proba- 
bly owing to its length, divided into several 
sections. The hymn ceasing, the Roman Pre- 
fect Olybius enters and sings a rea'ly beautij- | 
{ul song, with harp sccompaniment, 
“Come, Margarita, ome.” The Prefect, 
after inquiring (Way Margarita 1s absent 
from the rite,and acter having thus pro- 
claimed his luve in a song, is chided by the 
priest, and agrees to use greater 
harshness towards the Christians for the 
future. An organ solo now introduces to 
a secret burving-place of the Christians, in 
the midst of the fun+ral ceremonies of a 
saint. The funeral hymn, ‘Brother, thou 
art gone before us,” with which the vocal 
portion of the scene opens, is set fo Dean. 
Milman’s words, which Mr. Sullivan has al- - 
ready used as asong. The pursuing pagans 
are heard without and the people disperse, 
leaving Margarita alone to sing the address 
to ber lyre. Uhe Christian hymna, ‘For Thou 
didst die for me,O Sonof God,” follows, 
The priest, her father, now eniers and learns 
to his horror that the virgin priestess is a 
Christian. The scene again changes to the 
palace of the Prefect,with a chorus forfemale 
voices, the evening song of the maidens, 
**Come away with willing feet.”’ Next,ina 
recitative and aria, **See what Olybius’ love 
prepares for thee,’? comes the proposal 
of the Prefect, replied to in a duet 
in Which the priestess avows to her lover her 
conversion to the Christian faith. ‘*Beiieve 
in Jesus Christ andI am tbine,’’ says the 
maiden, and the incensed Prefect is about to 
curse the Lord when Margarita stops him, 
and, bidding him farewell, departs to join 
her fellow Christians intheir prison. In the 
Jastscene of all we are introduced tothe 
prison of the Christians, while the Maidens 
of Apollo sing a choral song in honor of 
their god. The Christians fromtheir dun- 
geons reply in solemn tones. In a contralto 
air, Julia,a woman of the people, demands 
that the Christians shall recantor die, and 
Margarita stands forward for judgment. Ila 
a ‘*scene’”’ for the four principal vucalists the 
girlelects “‘the funer.] pyre,’’ und afiera 
quartet comes the finale,**What means yon 
blaze on high?’’ in which the martyr joyfully 
suffers her fate. Withachorus in wnaich the 
Christians give glory to God, the work ends. 
‘*The Martyr of Antioch” is not altogether 
innocent of melodies of the “*H. M. S. Pina- 
fore’? type, and it must, as a whole, be con- 
sidered finer asa.lvricthan asa dramatie 
composition. 


Compressed Air Kngines. 
From the New Yerk Herald. 


Compresred air as a motive power is often 
talked about, and wonderfully successful 
machinery, which somehow is never seen by 
any one but the inventor, is described; but a 
late report from Europe promises something 
absolute and detinite. The London Times 
tells of an engine, devised by an otlicer of the 
Boyal Engineers, which has been in xectual 
and successful use at the Woolwich Arsenal. 
It is of ten tons weight, but the reservoir for 
the compressed air, which is the motive pow- 
er, is of less than four cubic vards capiucity, 
Tried on an ordinary railroad it ran sixteen 
miles with a single ‘‘charging;’’ the 
preésure was 1,000 pounds at tbe 
start and reduced to about eighty pounds 
at tbe finish. The time consumed in forciny 
air into the reservoir was fifteen minutes,bai 
the pumping engine was not made for this 
special purpose. ‘ihe power of the new mo- 
tor is stated to be sufficient to draw sixteen 
tons up a fair incline, and a statement, which 
we give for what itis worth, is made tuat an 
engine as large as a fifty-ton’ locomotive 
would be more powerful than the last named 
motor. If such an enginecan be construc’ed 
in this country sufficient motive power for 
sinall railways, Where speed is of minor con- 
sideration, could be cheaply supplied, and, 
as there is no smokestack or steam escape, 
to frighten persons or horses, even traction 
e: gines for ordinary roads might be made to 
cheaply do much work now performed by 
that very expensive physical machine, the 
horse.

HOW WE LOSC THE HOUSE. 

The banquet which 1s now being ar. 
ranged for Mr. Chauncey I. Filley is really 
due to Mr. Griff Prather, ifit is intended 
to celebrate the gain of Republican Con- 
gressmen in Missouri. Mr. Pratheris en- 
titled to the gratitude of the Republican 
party for its control of the next House of 
Representatives. 

It is quite remarkable that the Republi- 
cans owe their control of the House, very 
much like the Presidency, not to their 
own strength, but to the inconceivable stu- 
pidity of the Democrats.

The 
PostT-DISPATCH repeatedly called upon the 
State Committee to act, but for some 
insane personal reason the Republican vio-

It isapparent that at least 20,000 persons 
who could have voted did not vote in these 
four districts alone. Is it not perfectly 
reasonable to assume that if the 
State or National Committee had 
made a specially active canvass 
in these districts, if they had aided the 
candidates with a large number of speakers, 
documents, etc., 400 voters could have been 
changed or 800 voters could have 
been aroused to go to the polls who staid 
at home? 

Every one of these districts could have been 
easily saved. As early as August we called 
the attention of both the State and the Na- 
tional Committee to these doubtful dlis- 
'ricts and persisted in it, But the only thing |

And the Secretary of the Democratic 
State Committee was positively shocked 
and remonstrated with the editor of this 
paper at the idea of his daring to predict 
that any district in this State was apt to 
be lost! 

Elsewhere we reprint a glowing account 
published inthe ancient morning paper 
about the glorious sport which a St.

CAMP PRATHER, ARE. 


Annual Hunting and Fishing Excursion to 
the Wilds of Black Kiver. 


From the Republican, October 24. 

Letters have been received inthe city from 
Camp Prather, four miles from Corning, Ark., 
dated the 22d. At that time there were in 
camp thirteen members oftheclub and three 
colored servants. The party consisted of 
Col. John G. Prather, Capt. Geo. W. Ford, 
Capt. John A. Scudder, Co). Joe Rickev, Sen- 
ator LD. H. Naylor, Gov. Henry UO. 8rokmey- 
er, Messrs. Dan and E. Catlin, John H. Mc- 
Cluney, Henry Lauderman, Benj. Stickney 
and John A. Scholten. The weather had been 
fine, though rather warm, up to Wednesday 
night, when a steady rain continued from dark 
until daylight, clearing up in the morning, 
making the prospects lovely. 

The camp is established on the old ground, 
where it bas been lecated five or six years. 
Six ‘‘living’’ tents have been pitched, a com- 
missary tent and a shed tent, used as a dining- 
room and ordinary, making up the usual 
splendid picture, particularly as seen from the 
‘*cove.’’ Scholten, the artist, was provided 
with cameras and a full outfit of materials for 
photographing the scene, and we may expect 
results in forthcoming issues of the New York 
Graphic. 

There had been little frost, and the toliage 
was almost a8 yreen as ia summer time, 
making it difficult for hunters to descry the 
game in the woods.

THE ART OF FORGERY. 


An American Expert Gives Away the 
Tricks of His Trade. 
From the London Standard. 


An American artist in crime, named Chas. 
Sherwood,gave an interesting account yester- 
day in the Central Criminal Court of the man- 
rer in which circular notes stolen from tour- 
ists bound for the Continent can be cushed. 
Itappeared from the evidence that a Mr. 
Young,a Middlesex magistrate,was in Angust, 
1877, robbed of ccrtain circular notes—bis 
pocket-book being purloined when he was 
crossing from Folkestoneto Boulogne. Asso- 
ciated with each circular note isa ‘‘letter of 
indication,’’ the object of which is to prove 
the identity of the person attempting to cash 
the insirument, and, as 1t is carried separate- 
ly from the notes, it wasamystery how money 
could be got for the stolen paper. In Febru- 
ary, 1878, however, the notes ali came back to 
the banksofissuc. They bad been cashed 
abroad, letters of indication having been 
obtained to cover them. How, it will 
be asked, had these documents been 
got’ From the testimony of Sherwood, who 
gave evidence against Joon Watson, the man 
aecusea of being the forger, it appears that 
the latter opened a sbam account with the 
Southwark branch of the London Joint Stock 
Bank—a branch of the bank that issued the 
letters of credit inthe first instance. he 
there got circular notes equal in number to 
the stolen instruments, and with them, of 
course, ‘ ‘letters of indication.’? These notes 
he cashed promptiy. He next handed the 
‘letters of indication’’ to Sherwood, who, by 
chemical means, so altered them so as to do 
duty for the stolen notes. Although the jury 
fcucd Watson guilty, it is prc bale that Sher: 
wood isthe more dangerous adventurer of 
the two. Heis evidentiy a man of some sci- 
entific attainments, and he unblusbinely ad- 
m.tted that he acted as a kind of chemical ad- 
viser to “‘professional’’ furgers. Nay, he 
pretcnds to be in possession ofa plan which 
would render forgeries wrought by chemical! 
agents impossible. This valuable secret, 
bowever, he has not been able to sell in New 
York, owing, be thinks, to the fact that the 
transatlantic dutectiver, who, he insinuates, 
aré in collusion with the forgers, prejudice 
the minds of the authorities against him. Let 
us bupe that if there be any efficacy in his 
device bis attempt to benefit society by dis- 
posing of it here will not be met with the 
chilling neglect that has caused him to with- 
hold sv valuable asecret from his own coun- 
trymen.

Sir Henry Bessemer, who has receutiy been 
presented with the freedom of the sity of 
jondon. is known toall the world in connec- 
tion with the steel manufacturipg process 
which bears bis name. . ‘The less: familiar ia- 
cidents of bis life, however, possess many 
strong pomtsof interest fora nation of In- 
venters, and are, Moreover, almost as excil- 
ing reading as the story of a prospector’s 
search for hidden gold. While still a yours 
man his sister one day asked him to buy her 
some gold powdergt the paint shop. The 
price—7s. per ounce—astonished bim. It was 
too little fcr guld and too much for base 
metal. On further investigation he discover- 
ed that the vaine of the material was 1s. per 
pound, and that the cost of tue product was 
cue tothe labor of hammering ‘‘Dutch metal 
into sheets and then grinding them into pow- 
der. His tirstattempt to imitate the process 
was ap utter failure, but, persevering, about 
a year later be produced the working draw- 
ings ior & self-uciipg macbipe, which enabled 
two men to do the work of sixty, aud reduc- 
ed the cost of bronze to about 3s. per pound. 
Of course. he cootrolied the market abso- 
lute.-y. ‘Thisinsvention he never patented. 
‘be mechines, at least st first, were made 
esch wherlina different shop, and somein 
wiGely-sepurated towns. The various parts 
weie then assembled by two trusted work- 
men, who, baviag guarded the vatuaole secr.t 
faithfully for mauy years, Were rewarded by 
the gift of the whole business. Toe profits of 
this invention supplied the funds for the long 
series of costly experiments in manufacturing 
steel. For anotber early invention now in use 
in the [English Stamp “Office, and which 
has been calculated to buve saved tha Gov- 
ernment £100,000 per annum for more than 
40 years, he bas pbever feceived -a penny.

proved hisintimacy with Mme. de Kaulla, 
and which tended to show that some of the la- 
dy’s friends had profited by it in orderto make 
money atthe public expense. Certainly no 
such treason as that attributed to the Gen- 
eral was proved, but enough was establish- 
ed to make every one uneasy and to put peo- 
pie in sort of frenzy of suspician. The Gen- 
eral’s letters were clearly com promising, for 
he was immediately dismissed from his com- 
mond by the Government, ana the call upon 
him to clear himself has beenso loud and 
vehement that he has been driven, as it were, 
to cOomMMeERCEe A press prosecution on hisown 
account. Mme. de Kaulla is now in the fore- 
front of public notice as an object of hate.

JOHN G. BLOW. 


The Grim Reaper Claims Young 
and Popular “Johnny” for 
His Victim. 


Story of His Generous, Impulsive, Bat 
Short-Lived Career. 


John Grimsley Blow died yesterday morn- 
ing at the residence of his aunt, Mrs. G. L. 
Stansbury, No. 8518 Carondelet avenue. He 
was but twenty-four years and three months 
old. His magnificent physique succumbed to 
an agonizing disease known tc the medical 
profession as peritonitis. He bettled with 
the torture for six weeks befcre he suc- 
cumbed. When the last hour came the stal- 
wart, almost perfect frame of the poor boy 
had wasted tu a pitiful skeleton, and the 
wan, pain-pinched features, bore little 
suggestion of the  breezv, pleas- 
ant smile that reflected the fervor of 


his warm and generous heart. There are many 
people in St. Louis who, when reading of his 
untimely demise, will drop a tear for ‘*poor 
Jobnny.” Everybody called him Johnny and 
he was never called John except on business 
documents. He wasthe second son of the 
jate Henry T. Blow, one of the most respect- 
ed and wealthy members of a family which is 
thoroughly identitied with the early history 
of St. Louis. Jobn was bornin tuxury and 
to expectations. He was made of sterling 
stuff. He was courageous, bonest, kind aud 
generous, ambitious too, and, had he been 
% poor man’s son, forced to 
battle with the wor!d sin«le-handed, tnere is 

butlittle doubt that he wouid have made for 

bimsejf a namethat would have carried !us- 

ter with it. and gone down with honor into 
local history. After a preliminary schooling 
in St. Louis he went tothe School of Mines, 
one of Missouri’s noble educational institu- 
tions at Roila. Here he developed a strony 
taste for athletics. Rowing, running, field 
sports, pedestrianism were his delight. He, 
however, gradua‘ed with honorto himself, 
ard entered Yale College. The death 
of his father changed his plans for thefuture, 
and he rc turned to St. Louis, 
He was the prospective heir to $69,009, a like 

amount being the portion of bis brother Pe- 
ter, now an invalid lying at the point of death 
at the Hot Springs of Arkansas, and his two 
e‘timable sisters. both residents of St. Louis. 
Yourg Blow developed a passion for the 
turf. Aithonugh not twenty-one yerirs of age,

Atan- 
other time his boyish head was turned by a 
burlesque opera singer who has since achiev- 
ed notoriety on account ofthe multiplici-y of 
her marital ventures, and whom he would 
have married; but to her credit be it said that 
she, Garrick-like, destroyed the infatuation, 
and refused to acvept the valuable gifts which 
he would have thrown at her feet. Tais lesson 


did him good. He returned with 
even increased ardor to the turf, 
after his trip to Lousvilie. 


when the Cote Brilliante race-track was 
opened, Johnny Blow was at his zenith He 
had the finest stable onthe grounds and his 
horses were of the best. It deveieped about 
this time that his comfortable littie fortune 
had been fcr tbe most part hvpothecated and 
squendered before he resched his maj rity. 
Tren came the disgrace of a turf complica- 
ticn into which he hada been led 
unwittingly by older and designing heads, 
from which a year ortwo later he emerged 
with clean skirts personally, and upon the top 
of this the crash which toldthe world that 
he was, asfar as individual wealth is con- 
cerned, pennijess.

It seems justto presume that the holder of 
grades as established a to January 1,1881, 
tball be entitled to hold suchin special vin by 
applyingfor samcuntil hecin withdraw it 
from elevator, or should he desire his benefits 
inthe way of applying on January con- 
tracts,tben half No.2and half No.3 mixed 
should give him the aggregate in the new No. 
2 standard. 

Butarule seems to exist debarring the 
privilege of mixing grain in elevators. 

It is therefore specisily desirable that you 
take such sction as will temporarily, at least, 
suspend sucorule until the owners of old 
graces of wheat onthe Ist of January, 1881, 
can in some way receive the benefits of 
change then to occur. 

Tbe petiiion was granted by the directors 
at their reguiar meeting at 1 o’ciock. Taey 
passed the following resolution: 

That on and after January lunderthe rules 
as aaopted, the different grades of wheat 
may be mixed half and half inthe elevators 
under tbe supervision of the grain inspectors, 
and that elevator receipts and certificates of 
inspection of grain so mixed be considered as 
regular on contracts.

The scheme embraced a wea appointed 
reading-room in East St. Louis, and one

It has been 
found to be impossible to secure a decent lo- 
cation in East St. Louis. She directors of the 
movement have now nothing left in view ex- 
cept to build a suitable strueture both in 
East St. Louis and jn St. Louis.

The Missouri Immigration Society has be- 
come a feature that those interested in the 
further population and settlement of Missou- 
ri consider indispensable. Since the publica- 
tion of the Hand- Book of Missouri, Secretary 
Renshaw has circulated through the mails 


2,100 copies, in addition to about twenty _ 
day delivered personally to applicants. The 
daily mail is very heavy, and to-day one re- 
aquest for a hand-book came from 
California. A letter from: the Secretary 
of the State Board of Agriculture of 
Missouri compliments the society upon the 
effective work it is doing, promises hearty 
co-operation in all its measures and informs 
the secretary that 1,000 copies of the last re- 
port of the board will be forwarded to the 
society for distribution in connection with 
the **Hand-Book.’’ The secretary this morn- 
ing stated that he bas on file 150 letters from 
farmers living in the bottom lands of [ilinois 
expressly declaring their intention of seeking 
otherhomes.

He will be here in a day or 
two to examine Jaudstin St. Charles and Cal- 
loway counties, having been attracted to 
them by the Hand-Book. The representative 
of twelve families writes from Beardstown, 
I)linois, for maps and documents. A breeder 
of short- horn cattle at Newcastle, Pennsyl- 


yania, who has a bational repu- 
tation, writes ‘for special infor- 
mation im regard to grazing lands. 


He desiresto purchase a large tract of the 
right kind of Jand for raising beef for the mar- 
ket.

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COTTON CROP. 


Statement Fron. Advance Sheets 
of the Yearly Report, 


Furnished by the Secretary of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. 


From advance sheets of the forthcoming re- 
port of the-Merchants’ Exchange the PosT- 
DISPATCH is enabled, through the courtesy 
of Secretary Morgan, to present the following 
facts and figures relative tothe cotton trade 
for the year: 

“Phe business of the cotten year ending 
August 3ist, 1880, has more than realized 
the expectauons of the trade. The gross re- 
ceipts amounted to 496,570 bales, placing St. 
Louis at the head of the mterior cotton mar- 
kets of the country. The prevalence of yel- 


low fever at Memphis during the 
fall of 1879 no doubt turned to 
St. Louis some cotton that  other- 


wise would not have come to this market, 
but the amount so diverted could not have 
exceeded at the utmost 25,000 bales. The in- 
crease was by the railroads from Arkansas, 
Texas and the Indian Territory, which trade 
legitimately befongs to St. Louis, and will 
doubtless extend with the production in those 
States. 

The value of the cotton business to our city 
is equal to at least fifty millions of dollars per 
annum. The value of the net receipts the 
past year, at $55 per bale, would be $17,835,- 
620. Itis safe to estimate that the greater 
portion, say three-fourths to seven-eighths, 
of the proceeds of the cotton sold here is ex- 
pended in the purchase of goods and 
supplies. Add to this the trade that 
bas naturally followed the channel 
opened by the cotton trade, andthe amount 
named will not more than cover the amount 
of business thatisthe natural result of the 
diversion of cotton to this market. Ofthe 
gross receipts, 172,286 bales was on through 
bills of lading to Eastern and Foreign mark- 
ets, leaving 324,284 bales as the amount 
handled by our factors against 218,716 bales 
the previous year. Of the shipments, 173,644 
bales were exported directto Europe, 7,248 
bales to Canada, 110,761 bales to the Atlantic 
seaboard cities,432 balesto San Francisco, 
and 186,134 bales to interior manufac- 
turing points. Of the receipts, the larger 
amounts came from Arkansas andthe next 
from Texas. Asthetutsiness has increased 
the facilities for handling the same have been 
provided. TheSt. Louis Cotton Compress 
Company, the largest establishment of its 
kindintheworld, bas added to its former 
buildings, and bas also erected a compress on 
the line of the Misssouri Pacific Railroad. Tbe 
capacity ofthe three companies is now as fol- 
lews:

pany, 25,060 bales; Peper Cotton Press, 25,000 
bales; total, 200,000 bales. 

The compressing capacity is 6,500 bales daily.

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Judge Adams Dismisses the Mo- 
tion of the Gas Company, 


- — 


Asking for $500,000 Damages Against 
the City. 


Judge Adams rendered his decision this 
morning inthecase of the city against the 
Gaslight Company in the motion to dismiss 
the motion to assess damages in the injunc- 
tion suit of the city against the company. The 
Gaslight Company moved for damages ag- 
gregating $500,000 on account of the iojunc- 
tion. Judge Adams gave the following decis- 
ion, adverse to the Gaslight Company: 


“This suit was instituted in this court in 
1870, by the filing of a bill for injunction 
and other relief. No temporary injunction 
was askedor granted inthe case, after the 
suit bad been pending for aboutsix years, a 


final hearing was bad upon the _ merits 
which resulted in a decree’ for 
the plaintiff and perpetua! 


a 
injunction against the defendant. No bond or 
other undertaking te the defendant wasre 
quired of, and neme given by the wiaintiff. 
An appeal was prosecuted by the defendan: 
to the court of last resort, where the decree of 
this ccurt was reversed. The Lill was ordec- 
ed dismissed and the irjunetion dissolved. 

After the mandate of the Supreme Court 
had been obeyed and the injunction ace :rii- 
ingly dissolved, the defendant filed its motion 
to assess damages against the plain- 
tiff occasioned by reason of the 
injunction. The plaintiff now moves to dis- 
miss this motion tor assessment of damages, 
on the grcund, among otbers alleged, that 
tbere was no temporary injunction, but only 
an injunction on final hearing without bond, 
for which no assessment of damages can be 


made against the plaintiff on motion. 
According to the doctrines of 
equity (independent ef our statute) 


the party enjoined cannot be awarded dam- 
ages,jresulting from the injunction where 
there bas been some undertaking on the 
the party seeking the in- 
junction to pay such damages, either by 
bond executed urder the order of the chan- 
cellor totbat effect, or by acceptanee of the 
decree, subjecttoanorier contained in it 
requiring the party seeking the isjunction to 
pay the party epjvined such damages as he 
may sustain if the injunction shall finally be 
dissolved. ) 

Does cur sta'ute changeethis rule? Section 
2,710, R.5,. 1879, provides that no injunc- 
tion, unless on final hearing, a judgment shall 
issue in any case * * until plain- 
tiff executes a bond conaitioned 
among otber things,to pay such damages and 
costs as shall be adjudged against him, if the 
injunction bedissoived. Section 2,711 relates 
exclusively to approving of the securities and 
filing of suchbond. Section 2,712 is as fol- 
lows: Beforethe dissolution of an injunc- 
tion, in whole or in part, damages 
sball be assessed by a jury, 
orifneither party require a jury, by the 
Court. Section 2,713 is as follows: ‘I'he Court 
sball enter judgment against the od/iyors in 
the bond according to the circumstances 
of the case, including the dam- 
ages so assessed, and may award 
execution thereon, or otherwise enforce such 
judgment,sccording to the rules and practice 
ofibe court? These arethe principai pro- 
visions of our statute relativeto the motion 
under consideration. The tirst section (2710) 
by its terms relates exclusively to injune- 
ticns issued before final hearing, 
wherein the plaintiff is required, before the 
injunction issues, to enter inte A bond with 
sureties 10 pay damages in the event the in- 
junction is dissolved on final nhear- 
Ing. Following this section OC- 
curs the one relied on .by 
Cefendants (2712). Defendant’s counsel 
claim tbatit is general in its ianzuage and of 
universal appiication, reauiring an assess- 
ment of damages upon the dissolution of any 
injunction, whether the same may have been 
granted on final hearing, or on an iaterim 
ora:r, prior to the hesring en the merita, 
upon the giving of the required bond. [ can- 
hot acopt this construction.

This morning at $ o’clock the census 
enumerators, to the number of nearly 459, 
began their labors. The list of these, as 
printed in the Post-DISPATCH of Saturday, 
remains unchanged. Several suburban and 
sparsely settled districts have as yet noenua- 
erator appointed, for the reason that the 
work in them will he heavy and the pay 
light. The enumerators have been iustructed 
to hand in their sheets as fast as filled out. If 


less than one sheet is filled on any day, then 
the number of names taken onthat dav i 
to be sent to the Supervisor 
on a postal card. This will 
make each enumerator report daily. The 
epumerators south of Market street are or- 
gered to report in person to-night at the Su- 
pervisor’s office, and those, north of Market 
street to-morrow night, and so on for the 
week upon alternate nights. Thetrials which 
the epumerators have to undergo in their 
pursuitof pames would fill a volume and 
make quite interesting reauiog. The oflice of 
the Supervisor was hardly open this 
morning before an enumerator appeared 
witb a complaint that he had 
found a Bohemian fam‘ivy who would give 
him no information whatever. They woulda’t 
take the printed circular of questions from 
him, but finally agreed to take it ifthe letter- 
carrier said it Was allright. They saia they 
had gotten intoserious trouble in the old 
country from having in their possession 
documents proscribed by the Goverament, 
and they seemed in mortal terror of the 
enumerator the moment he announced him- 
seif asin the employ of the Government. 
Another enumerator went to the Convent 
of the Good Shepherd. He was well receiv- 
ed. butthe motherin charge refused to let 
him take the names of the inmates. She said 
he could Jeave blanks and they would be 
properly filled up, but he would not beale 
lowed totake the names himself. She also 
made the statement that the Salomon enu- 
merator whocalled there was very much in- 
toxicated. She made outa list, however, for 
him, and he went away perfectly satisfied.
